The Ada Alfalfa Muling Company, 
newest of Ada's large Industries, 
has begun turning wheels and is 
now selling its products throughout 
the southeastern part of th state. 
Though conditions keep the mill 
from operating to full capacity, It 
does not keep it from selling many 
car loads every week. The officers 
point out that the outlook is en­ 
couraging indeed, as there is little 
competition in this state, and busin­ 
ess conditions will most certainly 
improve.

Katharine Kaber was found guilty 
today of murder* in t|&e first de­ 
gree but with a recommendation of 
mercy by the jury which tried ber 
on a charge of murder in plotting 
the killing of her husband,, Daniel 
F. Kaber, Under the verdict Mrs. 
Kaber must pass the remainder of 
her life in prison. 
Although the jury had not yet 
reported officially to 
the 
court, 
Judge Maurice Benton announced 
the decision to Attorney Francis 
W. Poulson, Mrs. Kaber’s person­ 
al counsel, so that he might inform 
Mrs. Kaber in the hope that rile 
might revive sufficiently from her 
stupor to be brought into the court 
to hear the official announcement 
She 
had 
been 
in a stupor 
all 
morning. 
Mrs. Kaber was sentenced to life 
imprisonment in the Ohio reforma­ 
tory for women at Maryville by 
Judge Bernon. Under the Ohio law 
there is no hope for pardon under 
such a verdict. 
Mrs. Kaber is the first woman in 
Cuyahoga county to be convicted of 
first degree murder. 
Wm. J. Corrigan, Mrs. Kaber'a 
counsel, said he was well satisfied 
with the verdict. The same expres­ 
sion was made by County Prose­ 
cutor Edwin C. Stanton. 
The jury announced that it was 
ready to report the verdict at 8:45 
this morning after deliberating, in 
all, four hours. 
Has Nothing to Say. 
Mrs. Kaber, 
according 
to 
her 
counsel, said that she understobd 
what the verdict was, and when 
she was carried into the Cdurt Boom 
at 10:30 the jury had not yet been 
brought in. 
The jury was brought in a few 
minutes later and made its official 
report of the verdict. Mrs. Kaber, 
Who was lying limp in the arms of 
a deputy sheriff, was asked if she 
had anything to say. She merely 
shook her head. Judge ‘Bernon then 
pronounced the sentence and Mrs. 
Kaber was carried back to her cell 
in the jail. 
When informed by Mr. Poulson of 
the verdict, Mrs. Kaber merely nod­ 
ded her head, he said, showing no 
signs of emotion. He told her to 
receive the verdict and be sentenced 
and she would have to be taken to 
the prison Monday. She again nod­ 
ded her head as he stated this to 
her.

There's A Little Meanness And 


Some Goodness in All. Justice 


Says of Laws That Mule Society 


Every man is a criminal, to a 


certain extent. 


The difference between the man 


behind tho bars and the one who 
runs free is a matter of who gets 
c:uight and who dosen't. 


And there is seldom a criminal, 


even of the deepest dye, who would 
not see law and order prevail after 
all is said and done. 


This are a few of the deductions 


that have been made by Justice 
of the Peace W. H. Fisher, who. 
after studying the courts, criminals, 
and even convicts behind the peni- 
tentiary bars, has decided that the 
criminality that convicts and puts 
behind jail bars is but little more 
than high development of that strain 
which we all have in us to a great- 
er or less degree.

Schools Not BegRars 


The local high school though hard 
ut to it sometimes, has not begged 
he community for one penny not1 
nade any attempt, whatsoever, to 
nit upon the business men, in the 
.ame of patriotic support, anything 
t questionable value. For every 
ent paid to the school in this direc- 
ion full value has been received, 
or those who have patronized its 
entertainments, used its organiza- 
ions, or seen its games have been 
mnecessarlly extravagant. And fur- 
hermore, the high school does not 
ntend in the future to take up 0>e 
role of mendicant or grafter to sup- 
port its institutions that are not 
>rovided for in the school budget. 


It may be interesting to know 


that in the matter of receipts from 
patronage, Ada High school is low- 
'st of all the towns of its class in 
he state. Towns like Lawton, Mc- 
Alester, Chickasha. Shawnee, and 
Ardmore are far more enthusiastic 
n support of high school games and 
other enterprizes than we. In the 
matter of football games, the gate 
receipts ot the above mentioned 
'owns range from a hundred to five 
hundred and even a thousand dol- 
lars a game, bast year Ada's re- 
ceipts ranged from a minimum of 
$25 to a maximum of $75. There 
are. however, some excellent reas- 
ons for this condition;, the Normal 
,s rightfully the hip institution and 
its college games and entertainments 
arr deservedly more attractive than 
those of the lower grade institution 
and the burden ot the support of 
the activities ot the two Institutions 
naturally entails sacrifice for the 
high school. 
The management re- 


alizes this fully and these facts are 
set forth in no spirit of complaint 
whatsoever. Then, again, compara 
lively little has been done, hereto 
fore, to bring this matter clearly 
before the people. This, of course 
is the fault of the management snd 
not of the community. 


The high school is duly appre.ci 


atlve of the loyalty which has char 
acterlzed the attitude of the people 
toward it and its activities and is 
desirous only of calling attention to 
the value of this particular under- 
taking of the school and a need for 
a more extensive support of those 
enterprizes that are undertaken for 
its support. 
Plan for New Year 


The new school year is about to 


open and the question of programs 
is the big question in the minds of 
those who have those matters in 
charge. The program for the side 
activities of the school, while fun- 
damentally, perhaps, not as import- 
ant as the scholastic program, never- 
theless, challenges the Interest of 
•very thinking man and woman In 
he community. It remains with the 
>eople of the town to decide wne- 
her It shall continue to be a small 
own catch-as-catch-can 
affair, 
or 


whether by Judicious support and' 
personal patronage it shall be ele- 
vated to the dignity of a place in 
our community affairs.
